CHICAGO, March 22.—-The _ special 
Grand Jury to investigate the so-called 
“Beef Trust’ was completed to-day. 
Three vacancies left in the panel yes- 
terday were filled, and A. J. Hoffman 
of Mendota, Ill, was designated by the 
court as foreman, 

District Judge J. Otis Humphrey 
charged the jury to “present no one 
from envy, hatred, or malice, nor to leave 
any one unpresented for fear, favor, af- 
fection, reward, or hope of reward.’’ Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“T call your attention particularly to 
the statute which prohibits and fixes a 
penalty for combinations in restraint of 
trade in the inter-State commerce laws 
and their various branches.

Venezuela Will Sign Agreement To- 
day—Debt of $28,600,000 Adjusted. 


LONDON, March 22.—At the office of |}

that an agreement between the Venezue- | 
lan Government and the British and Ger- | 
man bondholders adjusting and consoli-! 
dating the exterior debt (about $28,600,- 
000) will be signed to-morrow, the details 
having been concluded to the satisfaction | 
of both parties. It was added that the | 
guarantees comprise considerably more} 
than 50 per cent. of.the customs duties | 
of all ports except La Guayra and Puerto! 
Cabello, 

Surprise was expressed at the dispatches 
from Washington intimating that the

SMOKE TEST ORDER REVOKED. | 


President Ahearn Upsets Three of 
Hopper’s Rulings. 


Borough President Ahearn announced 
yesterday that not only had he rescinded 
the “‘ safety clutch’’ order issued Jan. 5 
by Superintendent of Buildings Isaac A. 
Hopper, under which some 15,000 passen- 
ger elevators would have to be supplied | 
with the Pratt safety clutches at a cost 
of $500 each, but that he also had re- 
voked the order requiring the ‘‘ smoke 
test’’ to be applied to all new plumbing 
and the order by which a favored style of 
floor flange must be used. The company 
controlling the ‘‘smoke test’’ is headed 
by Bird S. Coler, and the “ floor flange ”’ 
company is controlled by Tammany men. 

By the ‘‘ smoke test’’ order, issued by 
Mr. Hopper, something like $1,000,000 
worth of business a year would be turned 
over to the Coler concern, the Metro- 
politan Disinfecting and Plumbing In- 
spection Company. Large sums _ also 
would have gone to the Universal 
Flange Company under the flange 
order. Mr. Ahearn said yesterday that 
the orders had been rescinded per- 
manently unless Mr. Hopper could show 
good reason for restoring them.

ALBANY, March 22.—A large delega- 
tion of property owners appeared to-day 
before the Senate Railroad Committee 
in favor of the Goodsell bills, which per- 
mit railroads to abandon portions of a 
right of way where no road has been 
built and to take lands under water with- 
out recourse to the present legal means.

SAYS BROTHER SHOT HIM. 


John Conselyea Wounded in Quarrel 
Over Realty Deal. 


Charles Conselyea of 238 Ainslie Street, 
Williamsburg, a member of the Conselyea 
family, which settled in Williamsburg 250 
years ago, is accused of shooting and seri- 
ously wounding his brother John last 
evening on the sidewalk in front of a real 
estate office at Graham and Metropolitan 
Avenues, Williamsburg. John Conselyea 
is fifty years old and lives at Springfield, 
L. I. His brother is forty. 

The two brothers for many years have 
conducted a real estate office at the spot 
where the shooting took place. From

The wounded 
man identified his brother as his assail- 
ant.

Charles Erd, prominent as a lawyer in 
St. Louis, a Director of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, and partner of the

Bar, received a dangerous pistol shot 
wound in the head at the Hotel Imperial 
early yesterday morning. He repeatedly 
declared that he received his injury acci-

Thirtieth Street Station. He will lose at 
least the sight of one eye. 

Erd is a bachelor, more than 6 feet in 
height, brawny, and thirty-four years old. 
His firm is Block, Sullivan & Hrd of the 
Carleton Building, St. Louis, and he lived 
at 4,340 Morgan Street, that city. Last 
week he went on legal business to Balti- 
more, was successful, and on Saturday 
reached the Hotel Imperial.

Those who re- 
member him say that he was quiet and 
sober, and received few friends. He re- 
tired before midnight on Tuesday to his 
room, on the third floor.

As experience 
has taught, as common sense might have 
predicted, and as political tricksters no 
doubt foresaw, the law which insists that 
;a candidate shall put on record a sworn 
list of his election expenditures, and then 
lets him swear that he gave all or most of 
his ‘‘ assessment "’ to be spent by an irre- 
sponsible committee in any way it deemed 
fit—or unfit—is the merest farce. The 
new bill at least abolishes that outrageous 
absurdity, but its commands and prohibi- 
tions go so very far that there is room for 
fear some excuse will be found for at- 
tacking it as infringement of the natural 
liberty of a man to make any reasonably 
decent use of his own money.

for his life before he has a chance to get 
his bearings. It is true, presumably, that 
the first fox would have an appreciably 
greater chance than the other of escap- 
ing his pursuers on any given occasion, 
but the escape would simply mean a re- 
prieve, in a hunting country, and in most 
cases the end would be the same. Now, is 
it really less barbarous to dog-tear a fox 
to pieces after chasing him two or three or 
a dozen times than to make short work of 
him? The kindly Pennsylvanians evident- 
ly think so, for our estimable correspond- 
ent says that the hunting of a fox where 
he was born and brought up is “ entirely 
allowable,’ while that of the stranger fox 
is ‘“‘the height of barbarity.”” Somehow 
the drawing of this line makes us doubt 
the soundness of our own defense of fox 
hunting, and sets us to looking for argu- 
ment against the sport in all its forms. 
While in this mood we incline to the 
opinion that all the talk about giving ani- 
mals ‘‘a chance for their lives’’ verges 
on nonsense, if it doesn’t topple over into 
it. The ‘‘chance"’ which the sportsman, 
as distinguished from the pot hunter, 
gives to animals is usually, if not always, 
merely such an arrangement of the con- 
ditions as will prolong and render more 
interesting—to the hunter—a contest of 
strength and cunning which nevertheless 
progresses to an inevitable end—the de- 
struction of the animal. More often than 
not the sportsman’s killing is less easily 
defensible than that of his despiseu rival— 
on the ground of:sentiment, that is. The 
former is more intelligent and has more 
foresight than the latter, but while one 
kills for fun, the other kills to live, and 
it is the general verdict nowadays that 
killing for fun is wrong and that killing 
to live is at least permissible. The ques- 
tion, however, is much more complex 
than this, since even the pot hunter gets 
pleasure out of his business, and the 
haughty sportsman eats his prey—or gives 
it away to be eaten, which comes to much 
the same thing.

Just a Few Questions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Is it anything more than a coincidence that 
our Presidents and Vice Presidents become 
members of the Masonic fraternity on assum- 
ing office, if they are not already members of 
that organization?

May I beg the courtesy of a little space

N. Tifft as they appear in THe TIMEs this 
morning? As a teacher of ten years’ ex- 
perience and a student of education the 
outcry against ‘‘one man rule,’’ the de- 
mand that responsibility for the conduct 
of the schools be placed where it belongs, 
with the Board of syeeeatian. provokes 
me to protest. 

Can Mr. Tifft be so benightea as to ad- 
vocate a return to the old stupid system 
where every new Board of Education 
tried its hand at prescribing a curriculum 
and appointed such teachers as seemed 
good for reasons personal or political? 
Of course, this one man will make mis- 
takes, but if he is the right man he will 
find them out and find ways, moreover, 
to remedy them, and be his blunders 
many or few, they will be but a fraction 
of the number that a board or committee 
will make. Mr. Tifft himself acknowl- 
edges that ‘“‘an overwhelming majority 
of any body of men is open to the possi- 
bility of error.’’ 

The absurdity of the reasoning that 
would give over the conduct of the 
schools to a body of men absolutely with- 
out the training that alone can fit them 
for the task becomes apparent in a 
moment if the same plan is suggested 
for the conduct of a hospital. How long 
would the medical staff of any hospital 
submit to dictation in matters profes- 
sional from the board of lay managers? 
But this is precisely the sort of thing 
apparently advocated by Mr. Tifft and 
desired by that other member of the 
Board of Education who modestly with- 
holds his name, when he says that Mr. 
Maxwell is a most competent officer, but 
there are others who know a little some- 
thing about schools. ‘‘May heaven de- 
fend us from the meddling of the fools 
who know a little something! "’

question, one would like to believe that 
the reporter drew on his imagination.

Pennywise, Pound Foollsh Polloy 
Adopted in Street Cleaning. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 1 

I read with interest your article on 
“Streets Foul in Flood from Choked 
Drains.” I have been considerably sur- 
prised that reference has not been made 
to this matter before, as the operation of 
the Street Cleaning Department for some 
time past has been such as to produce 
just the conditions pointed out in your 
article. 

In passing along the Bowery not long 
ago I noticed at the corner of Delancey 
Street the Street Cleaning Department 
employes washing down the dirt and filth 
from the streets into the catch basins 
until they became choked, whereupon the 
hose was turned into the catch basins and 
the water poured into the mass of matter 
im the catch basin was made soluble enough 
to pass off into the sewer. The operation 
of dumping more dirt into the catch basin 
was then continued. 

I noticed this same operation going on 
at the corner of Fifteenth Street and 
Third Avenue on or about the same day. 

On first thought this method of dispos- 
ing of the refuse of the streets might 
seem to be an economic and sanitary 
thing to do, but when it is remembered 
that the catch basins are built to prevent 
mud, sand, and street detritus from pass- 
ing {nto the sewer for the reason that to 
remove such matter from the sewers costs 
on an average about twenty times as 
much as its removal from the surface of 
the street, the criminality or stupidity of 
the operation is at once apparent. 

As a result of this method of the Street 
Cleaning Department, stoppages in the 
sewers and catch basins are inevitable, 
together with the equally serious stopping 
up of the connections from houses, entail- 
ing large and extraordinary expenses on 
the Sewer Department and trouble to 
property owners. 

The appropriation of the Street Cleaning 
Department for the year is $5,000,000, 
while that of the Sewer Department for 
sewer cleaning is about $250,000. The 
sewers in New York, or in any other 
city, are not intended as a repository for 
garbage and street filth, and a failure of 
the Street Cleaning Department to carry 
away accumulations of snow and dirt 
from the streets, where it can be handled 
for 50 cents a load, only to compel the 
Sewer Department to remove it from the 
a cost from $5 to $10 a 
yard, does not seem to be good business 
economy for the city.

Prpsident Willcox Condemns Rate Bil! 
In His Report. 


The annual report of the Delaware and 
Hudson Company was made public yes- 
jterday. The gross earnings for the year 
ended Dec. 31, 1904, were $84,655,113.14, 
and the gross expenses and taxes §27,- 
| 202,683.77, leaving net earnings of $7,452,- 
479.37, Interest and rental amounted to 

2,909,957.41, leaving a net income of $4,- 
452,521.96, which is an increase of $537,- 
727.95 over the net for 1903. In his report 
to the stockholders President Willcox 
says: 


The recent discussion of the subject makes ft 
proper to say that this company, in common 
with the railway companies of the country gen- 
erally, has no desire that rebates, secret rate 
eutting, or unjust discrimination or undue or 
unreasonable preferences in railway service 
shall be tolerated. Such practices are prohib- 
ited by the existing statutes, and, as the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission stated In its last 

; annual report, have practically ceased. If any- 
thing further can be devised in the direction of 
their suppression, it will undoubtedly have the 
earnest support of the railway companies. 

The bill regarding inter-State commerce which 
has been passed by one House of Congress has, 
however, no bearing whatever upon such prac- 
tices and no connection therewith. The present 
statutes prohibit unreasonable,rates and fully 
empower the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
to enforce that prohibition, but substantially 
no cases of unreasonable rates have béen estab- 
lished since the commission was created. The 
scope of the proposed bill is, however, much more 
extensive than merely securing reasonableness 
of rates, Its provisions take the ultimate rate- 
making power from the officials who represent 
all interests identified with the respective prop- 
erties and vest the power in one central gov- 
ernmenta!l board, having no responsibility for 
|} the results of operation. This concerns most 
seriously all who are interested in the prosper- 
|} ity and continued development of the rallways— 
whether as employes, security holders, shippers, 
| residents of the respective localities which they 
; serve, manufacturers of or dealers in railway 
material, or otherwise. 
| Thts changed method would place the income 

under full control of a board of public officials 
whose chief function would naturally be to sat- 
isfy those asserting claims against such income. 
The obvious tendency of this would be to cut 
down the income of the railway properties so 

to injuriously affect their value and to tm- 
air the ability of the companies to continue 
liberal disbursements for wages and material, 
and for maintaining and increasing efficiency of 
the service. It would also transfer the function 
of rate-making from those who are constantly 
studying the necessities and opportunities for 
development of the respective regions which 
they serve to an official board, which, in view 
| of the vastness of its duties, could not possibly 
be as well informed or as efficient. 

It has, therefore, been deemed fitting to call 
this matter to the attention of all who are in- 
| terested in the prosperity of the company and 
| to suggest that it have their careful consider- 
| ation, followed by such action as may seem ap- 
propriate to protect their interests. 


| TO HANDLE AMERICAN STOCKS. 


Company to be Organized In Paris— 
James Speyer a Director. 


“PARIS, March 22.—Arrangements have 
been completed for the organization of a 
French company for the better handling 
| of American securities in France. 
The company, which will be called the 
| Société Financiére Franco-Americaine, 
will be organized under the auspices of 
Speyer & Co. of New York and the 
Banque de l'Union Parisienne of Paris. 
The initial capital will be $5,000,000. 
The company will invest in American 
issue its own obligations 
against such securities, these obligations 
being placed in France. The company, 
which is similar to the English and Scotch 
investment companies, is the first of its 
kind to be organized in France for the 
handling of American securities, and, it 
is believed, will lead to largely increased 
dealings therein.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Reviewing the situation in the 
| trade, The Iron Age says: 


| From different points of view the most 
| interesting event of the week has been the 
sale of 200,000 tons of steel billets, the 
| largest transaction of its kind for a long 
| period. The purchaser is the Pittsburg Stee] 
|; Company, owning a large wire mill at Mone- 
sen and a bar and hoop mill at Glassport, 
Penn. The company does not make steel, 
and, using as it does about 200,000 tons of 
| billets per annum, is the largest single con- 
| Sumer in the country. During the last Sum- 
mer the company made the famous conver- 
sion contract with the Republic Company 
which created so much excitement and 
| threatened serious trouble among steel 
| makers, but which in the end proved to be 
the start of the steady recovery which has 
since taken place in the markets. 

The negotiations to which allusion was 
made last week first took the form of a 
repetition of such a conversion contract, the 
Pittsburg Steel Company having entered the 
market for the purchase of pig iron. Ulti- 
mately, however, the negotiations have 
worked around to a plain, straight purchase 
of steel billets for delivery during the sec- 
ond half of 1905 and during the first half of 
1906. It is understood that the sale is on a 
fiat price, somewhat above the market, but 
that no difference has been made in the 
price of Bessemer and of open hearth steel. 

The sale of this large quantity of semi- 
material for delivery during the year be- 
ginning with July, 1905, {is significant as 
showing the confidence of buyers and sellers 
in the market. 

Another indication of what is expected is 
furnished by the preparations which are 
being made to bring down the supply of ore 
during the shipping season of 1905-6. The 
United States Steel Corporation has shaped 
its plans to bring down 19,000,000 tons of 
lake ores, while outside interests are ar- 
ranging to ship 14,000,000 tons, a total of 
33,000,000 tons, against the record of 27,570,- 
000 tons in the banner year 1902,

TWO 
BEFORE SCHOOL BOARD 


Majority for Study Course 
Changes, but Not Shorter Day. 


- HOLD SPECIAL MEETING 


To Thrash Out the Question—Stern In 
Advocating Minority Report 
Attacks Maxwell. 


The Board of Education did not act 
| Pestersay afternoon upon the question 
of shortening the school day of children 
in the first two grades of the ele- 
mentary schools, nor did it put itself on 
record regarding the advisability of re- 
vising the present course of study. After 
spending more than two hours in dis- 
cussion it was determined that the sub- 
jects were too large to be tackled off- 
hand, and next Wednesday was fixed 
for their special consideration. 

That the importance of the issue which 
confronts the board was fully realized 
was evidenced by the full attendance of 
members and the presence of a large 
number of Principals and teachers. Ab- 
raham Stern, Chairman of the special 
committee appointed to look into the 
proposition to cut off an hour and a 
half from the school day by the eliml- 
nation of the so-called ‘‘fads and fan- 
cies,”’ presented his minority report, and 
in a lengthy address urged the futility 
of retaining the ‘“non-essentials” in 


the curriculum of the first two years. 
The majority report, which is subscribed 


to by the other four members of the 
Board of Education named to investigate 
the situation, and by the nine members 
constituting the Board of Superintendents, 
was advocated by four speakers, John 


Greene, Nicholas J. Barrett, Frank Har- 
vey Field, and M. Dwight Collier. Not 


one of the speakers recorded himself 


as indorsing the present course of study 
in its entirety. On the contrary, they 


might be eliminated or curtailed. All of 
them were opposed to the idea of the 
| shorter day. 

When the debate had lasted until 6:45 | 
o'clock Commissioner Schmidt, who had 
followed the argument closely, declared 
the problems were of such moment that 
he, in common with numerous others, de- 
sired to make personal inquiries. He 
asked that the whole subject go over to a 
special meeting. An attempt to adjourn 
until 8 o’clock was outvoted, and Mr. 
Schmidt's motion for a special meeting 
was adopted. 

ASK SUPERINTENDENTS’ ADVICE. 


While defending, to a certain extent, 
the course of study now in use in the 
schools, Mr. Field, who is Chairman of | 
the Committee on Studies and Text 
Books, said that he was sure some 
changes would suggest themselves after 
the situation had been thoroughly can- 
vassed. Within the past few days a let- 
ter has been drawn up and approved by 
his committee instructing the District 
Superintendents and the various public 
school Principals throughout the city to 
report on the results achieved in each 
line of educational work. The reports 
are to be made without delay. 

“There is no doubt that some changes 
will be made,’’ said Mr. Field. ‘‘ Until the 
reports come in it 
forecast them.”

Mr. Stern began a search for the por- 
tion of the report in which the Biblical 
quotations appear. 

‘““Mr. Maxwell quotes Scripture so sel- 
dom,” he said, as his search lengthened, 
‘that it is hard for me to find the pas- 
sage I want. Ah, here we have it, and I 
want to remind you that the devil was 
not averse to quoting Scripture when it 
served his ends. The quotation has to do 
with the virtuous woman whose price is 
above rubies. I have no doubt that it is, 
but I fail to see what that fact has to do 
with the practice of teaching boys how 
to sew. 


PART TIME PERMANENT. 


“The City Superintendent need have no 
fear that the mothers of New York object 
to a shorter day. Part time is a condi- 
tion, and a permanent condition. There 
will be no more children on the streéts 


in the congested district under the shorter 
day than there are at present. 

“In the non-congested districts the 3%- 
hour day will work no injury. The con- 
gested districts are inhabited chiefly by 
the poorer classes of children. I unhesi- 
tatingly aver that they do not compare 
unfavorably with the children of more 
favored localities. It is a matter of con- 
gratulation when we go to the schools on 


| the lower east side and see the neatness 


of the pupils. The fathers and mothers 
there take just as good care of their off- 
spring as do the parents in the richer 
sections of the city. In the investigation 
made by our committee a principal of a 
public school made the bold, uncalled-for 


statement that the parents in the con- 
gested districts were morally unfit to 
bring up their children. I deny this. 
Again I say that such an argument is 
seeking the erection of a false issue. 

“It is urged that the shorter day will 
throw the children on the streets. The 


| same crowded conditions existed thirty 


years ago which exist to-day. The short- 
ening of the school day and the elimina- 
tion of non-essentials is a step in the right 
direction. It is a fight that has come to 
stay. If the shorter day is put into “ef- 
fect it will mean seats for 50,000 children, 
or the saving of fifteen school buildings 
and $5,000,000 in corporate stock. 

“Analysis of the present course of study 
shows that 49% per cent. of the school day 
is now devoted to the non-essentials. Can 
you realize what that means? Time is 
money. The general school fund is $16,- 
000,000. If we save 50 per cent. time we 
save $8,000,000. 

‘TIT am prepared to hear the melodious 
voice of the City Superintendent an- 
nounce, as in the past, that if the innova- 
tion I suggest is put into effect it will 
mean the end of the schools. Do not be 
deceived. The public schools will live and 
flourish when he is no longer at their 
head and when I am no longer a member 
of the Board of Education.” 


REPLIES TO MR. STERN. 


John Greene, one of the signers of the 
majority report attacked by Mr. Stern, 
was the next speaker. Mr. Greene ‘said 
that the congested condition of the public 
schools was but temporary. He was con- 
vinced of this. If it were otherwise he 
would favor the shorter day suggested 
of Mr. Stern. That the longer day made 
the most apt scholars was shown, he said, 
by the reports of the Board of Superin- 
tendents. He did not question the earn- 
estness or intelligence of the investiga- 
tions on which the reports were based. 

“The essentials of to-day,’’ said Mr. 
Greene, ‘“‘are totally different from the 
essentials of yesterday. They will be dif- 
ferent to-morrow. What was best twenty 
years ago is by no means best now. We 
do not deem it best now to teach children 
the eye alone. The Board of 
Superintendents is now and has ever been 
open-minded in receiving suggestions 





Throughout the entire discussion Will- 
jam H. Maxwell, City Superintendent of 
the Schools, occupied a front seat. Al- 
though the object of attack by Mr. Stern 
he did not attempt to enter a defense. He 
will be heard at length at the special 
meeting. 

The fight was precipitated on the ma- 
jority and minority reports of the joint 
eommittee on changes in the course of 
study. As Chairman of the committee 
Mr. Stern first took the floor on behalf 
| of the minority report. 

“‘T am in the somewhat unfortunate po- 
sition,”’ he declared, ‘‘ of being the head 
of a joint committee and the sole signer 
of its minority report. The gentlemen 
who have signed the majority report are 
all in error, as will be demonstrated later, 
| but, in view of their preponderance, nu- 
merically speaking, I think it would be 
fair if they were first asked to outline 
their position. They have builded their 
case upon last year’s report of the City 
Superintendent, and I will speak of their 
report, in all respects, as the report or the 
City Superintendent.” 

President Henry N. Tifft, who presided 
over the meeting, said that he had been 
informed that City Superintendent Max- 
well would present the case for those 
who had signed the majority report. The 
board, the President said, would be very 
glad to hear from Mr. Maxwell. 

“At the present stage of the proceed- 
ings,’’ said Mr. Maxwell, ‘‘I do not see 


that the majority report needs an advyo- 
cate,” 


SPEAKS FOR THE MINORITY. 


“The statement shows the remarkable 
foresight of the City Superintendent,” Mr. 
Stern asserted. ‘“ He assumes that the 


sentiment of the Board of Education is to 
be judged by the sentiment of his com- 
mittee. He will doubtless find he is wrong. 
The subject is one of immense impor- 
tance. Much care, much attention, and 
much study have been given to it by the 
City Superintendent and others. You have 
his views before you in the onan hen 4 re- 
port, and have also received copies of the 
minority report. There are some topics 
which have not been touched upon in the 
minority report, and these I will endeavor 
to place before you. 

‘The majority report makes the anom- 
alous statement that in Europe, and espe- 
clally in Germany, the three-and-one-half- 
hour day does not exist in the primary 
grades. He is mistaken. I have here the 
official time table of the primary schools 
in Germany, and it shows the maximum 
school week for the first three years in 
the public schools is 20 hours, or some- 
thing like 3 1-3 hours a day. 

‘Of this 20 hours, 4 are devoted to re- 
ligion, 4 to language, which includes read- 
ing, writing, and spelling, 4 to arithmetic, 
and 1 to singing. There are no drawing 
lessons or nature studies in the first three 
years. The four hours devoted to re- 
ligious instruction is obligatory under the 
law. This leaves 16 hours for instruction 
in the essentials. For the further edifica- 
tion of the City Superintendent, I will call 
to his attention the official time table of 
the Berlin schools. It is precisely the 
same as the one I have just quoted. 

“The City Puperintendent’s report as- 
sumes that pa t time in the public schools 
of New York is only temporary. The rec- 
ords at our command only go back to 1890, 
but as shown by them the influx of immi- 
gration is constantly on the increase. In 
all these years the part-time classes have 
averaged 50,090. It is folly for him to say 
that t 6 part-time class will soon be ellm- 


inated. may be in ten years. He says 
in the meantime we cah go ahead and 
ETE His attitude is un- 
enable. 


“I contend that three and a half hours’ 
schooling a day is enough for any child. 
You can no more cram. knoavledge into a 
child's brain than you can cram food into 
its stomach. I will admit that manual 
training is of value as a relaxation, but 
my proposition does not do away with 
the periods of relaxation. It simply does 
away with such subjects as sewing and 
other pursuits which come under the 
qaerto head of manual training in the 
irst few years, Even the advocates of 
manual training will admit that the chil- 
dren are not thoroughly unded in it. 
When we consider that the actual time 
devoted to the essentials in the case of 
full time children is less than three hours 
we can see wheré it might profitably be 
eliminated. In part time classes a little 
more time is given to the essentials. 

‘How t can it b 








about the course of study. There has re- 
cently been an increase in the time de- 
voted to mathematics and a decrease of 
the time devoted to drawing, constructive 
work, and singing. 

‘*T am opposed to,the shorter day plan. 
The old adage that ‘Satan finds some 
mischief still for idle hands to do’ is just 
as applicable to-day as it ever was. I 
favor an increase of manual training in 
the schools. The best authorities favor 
manual training in the reformatories and 
even in the penitentiaries. I believe that 
the public achools are now operated under 
an exceedingly well worked out educa- 
tional system. There may be faults in it, 
but it has not yet been sufficiently tested. 
It will be when the financial authorities 
make possible its unhampered trial. 

“Tl am in favor of anything, or almost 
anything, that will bring about a revision 
of the present course of study in the pub- 
lic schools. I am heart and soul for the 
pruning of the course so as to give more 
time for the essentials. There are many 
lines along which improvements could be 
made. For instance, I object to the time 
devoted to the teaching of the modern 
languages. At best the pupils can only 

lean a smattering of the languages, and 
f ho the time is not far distant when 
the board will eliminate this branch of 
study. 

“T do not believe in shorter hours. 
There is no demand from pupils, teachers, 
or parents for a shortening of the school 
day. On the contrary, there are many 
ae have already protested against the 

an. 


is in force in some European countries. 
It is well to bear in mind that there is 
nothing like as many holidays on the 
Continent as there are in the United 
States, and that the school year is longer 
there. There is not so much vacation. 
When the total hours of the school year 
are figured out under existing curricu- 
lums I think we will find them about the 
same, 

‘“‘As the matter now stands 662-3 per 
cent. of the school children of New York 
are on full time. I do not mean to say 
that their time is consumed in studies 
which I indorse. It is not.” 


A BELIEVER IN REVISION. 


Frank Harvey Field, Chairman of the 
Committee on Studies and Textbooks, 
said he was a believer in revising the 
course of study, and that the. matter 
was now under consideration. Mr. Edson, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Course 
of Study of the Board of Superintendents, 
had, within the past day or so, drawn 
up a letter which had been approved by 
the Board of Education's Committee on 


Studies and Textbooks, which would be 
mailed to the District Superintendents 
and every Principal. 

‘* Expressions of opinion will be asked 

from all regarding the studies now em- 
braced in the curriculum,” he said, ‘“ and 
after all the replies are in we will be in 
a much better position to judge of what 
changes - should be made than we are 
now.’ 
Mr. Field deplored Mr. Stern’s attacks 
upon Mr. Maxwell. He characterized 
them as the outcome of a personal war- 
fare which should not be waged in the 
board room. 

M. Dwight Collier spoke against the 
shorter day. Commissioner Schmidt moved 
that the whole question go over for 
two weeks. 

“I think it the most {mportant matter 
the board has ever been called upon to 
decide,’’ he said. ‘‘ For myself want 
time to do a little investigating on my 
own account, There are others who feel 
with me that they would like to devote 
attention to the situation before express- 
ing their views."’ 

An amendment was offered that an ad- 
journment be taken until 8 o'clock, and 
the question finally threshed out. The 
amendment was defeated 25 to 11. Mr.
